N. W., at the 
corner of Linden Street, said that 
beginning not later than Sept. 1 
he would keep his store open 
ground the clock.

REPORT FROM THE COUNTRY 


Apples Require ‘Air 


By RALPH McGILL 


NORTH GEORGIA—lIn the years just after 
the Revolutionary War, a company of Virginians 
settled in North Georgia on the Broad River. 
Among them was Thomas Meriwether Gilmer, 
whose fourth son was christened George Rocking- 
ham Gilmer. 

This son became Governor of Georgia, Con- 
gressman, Trustee of the University and a writer 
of newspaper articles and a .book, “Gilmer’s 
Georgians,” which was so frank a book that 
many eminent families, in consternation, bought 
up aS many copies as could be found and de- 
stroyed them. 

He left a good name, and one which con- 
jured up respect ard admiration; and so, in 
1832, when a new County was laid out from 
Cherokee, they named it Gilmer County. 

It is a mountain County. It is a County of 
Indian names that roll majestically off the tongue 
and have a sound of poetry about them—the 
Cartecay, the Ellijay, the Coosawattee. . 

It is a County whose face is broken by moun- 
tains—Cohutta, Frog, Coal, Bald, Amicalola, 
Sharp Top, Turnip Town, Tallona and Long 
Swamp. 

Its County seat is Ellijay, named after an 
Indian town of Illija, whose Chief was White 
Path, who went with Jon Ross to Washington 
to plead with Andrew Jackson in behalf of the 
Cherokees.

Stephen Thuransky, American 
farm machinery salesman whose 
arrest by Communist secret 
police in Hungary caused in In- 
ternational incident early this 
month, herewith tells for the 
first time his own full story of 
what happened, how he was 
rescued, and how he escaped 
with the aid of U. S. legation of- 
ficials. Thuransky, his wife,: 
and two daughters arrived in 
New York Tuesday. 


By STEPHEN THURANSKY 

NEW YORK, Aug. 20—(INS)— 
My troubles with the Soviet-con- 
trolled police in Hungary began in 
a curious way. 

A Communist policeman insult- 
ed the American flag flying on the 
windshield of my car last Novem- 
ber. 

I bawled him out publicly in 
front of a large crowd in Buda- 
pest, telling him I preferred to fly 
my American flag rather than the 
Red one he fancied so much. 


Later that month I received a 
notice to pay a 100-florint (about 
$9) fine on a charge my taillight 
had not been burning. The argu- 
ment with the cop had occurred 
at 2 p. m. in broad daylight: The 
notice of a fine also accused me of 
insulting the cop. 

REDS NOT SATISFIED 

The small fine did not mean the 
Reds were satisfied. They don’t 
forget such things. Not long after 
they overthrew the duly elected 
Government of Hungary and set 
up a 100 percent Soviet regime 
they arrested me for keeps—or so 
they thought. 

This day a Hungarian man who 
had been deported from Czecho- 
slovakia to Hungary came over 
and started to talk to me. It was 
on the main street in Balassagy- 
armat, a town about 80 miles north 
of Budapest. He told me of the in- 
justice and inhuman treatment he 
and his family were receiving

The police corporal knew me by 
sight and let me go home. 

But that night the Political Po- 
lice struck. 

There was a knock on the door 
and 12 uniformed cops walked in.

A police lieutenant named Giul- 
yas ordered me to go with him to 
the headquarters of the political 
police. He refused to tell me why 
they wanted me. He had no war- 
rant. I protested that as an Amer- 
ican citizen I could not be treated 
this way. 

Giulyas ordered his men to seize 
and handcuff me. They forced my

NEW YORK, Aug. 20—(INS)— 


Stephen Thuransky, whose escape 
from Communist police in Hun- 


gary is described in the accom- 
panying article, is a naturalized 
American citizen. 

Thuransky came here from Hun- 
gary originally in 1922. He was 
a labor agent for a Pittsburgh, Pa., 


coal company from 1922 to 1926 
when he moved to Pikeville, Ky. 
He remained in Pikeville until 
December, 1927. 

From December, 1927, until 1934 
Thuransky worked in Huntington, 
W. Va. He then moved to Colum- 
bus, Ohio, where he worked for 
two years before buying a 55-acre 
dairy farm at Canal Winchester, 
near Columbus. 

In 1945 Thuransky sold his farm 
and returned to Huntington, where 
he remained until April, 1946, 
when he sailed for Europe with 
his family to sell farm machinery 
as a representative of the Inter- 
national Harvester Company.

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‘Where Do We Go From Here? 


As expected, reaction to the rejection 
of annexation plans for Buckhead and 
Cascade Heights has been swift and, in 
some instances, bitter. 

The Constitution, recognizing that the 
majority of those who opposed the pro- 
posa! did so in good faith, has no inten- 
tion of indulging in futile postmortems or 
encouraging further recriminations from 
either side. 

We trust that tempers will soon cool 
and that the rather foolish retaliatory ac- 
-tions which some are suggesting will not 
‘be placed into effect by the city. Nor 
does Buckhead stand to gain by incorpo- 
rating into a separate municipality, neces- 
sitating an exorbitant tax rate while the 
appurtenances essential to autonomous 
status are being constructed. 

Thoughtful citizens on both sides of 
the defeated annexation issue will recog- 
“nize, as we pointed out on yesterday, that 
our individual welfare is part and parcel 
of the community, of which Atlanta is the 
heart. And they cannot but realize, if 
they consider the matter dispassionately, 
that the outlook for the future is cur- 
rentlv far from reassuring. 

Some hold that the advocacy of one 
government by the most articulate group 
opposing annexation was only a pretext, 
the latest in a long line of excuses fash- 


ioned whenever extension of the city lim- 
its is proposed. That may be true, al- 
though we are convinced that a_ great 
many persons did vote against annexation 
in the hope that city-county consolidation 
would thus more quickly materialize. Cer- 
tainly we do not like to think that they 
were motivated solely by selfishness or 
that they are completely unaware of their 
obligation to the municipality in which 
the most of them earn their living. 

But the fact remains that, because of 
them, Atlanta, which might have been 
the twenty-third city in the nation, is to- 
day only the twenty-eighth. And, unless 
we regain the unity which once was ours, 
we shall rapidly be replaced by other 
expanding municipalities, unbound by 
strangling confines and unhampered by 
petty politics. 

Those who defeated annexation are 
thus in the spotlight. Were they sincere 
or did those who used petty and false argu- 
ment really represent the opposition? 

Will we continue to see political fac- 
tions of city and county bat back and 
forth the meshed problems of city and 
county to serve their own political ends? 

Or will we patriotically, and in self- 
preservation, allow the great municipality 
of Atlanta to thrive and produce for us 
all a better life? 


Why Are the Eight So Interested? 


A statement from L. L. Poor, Director 
of the Veterans’ Cab Company, puts into 
a curious position members of Council 
- who voted to override the report of the 
police investigator who had recommended 
taxi driver permits not be granted men 
with recent criminal records. 

Councilmen Hester, Bell, Knight, Lind- 

y, Marler, Huie and Haire, plus Alder- 
man Drennon, voted to issue the licenses. 

Now comes Mr. Poor saying that not 
only does he oppose having any men with 
criminal records made in recent years, 
and has not asked permits for them, but 
that he will not have them. He also says 
he cannot, with any ease, get the records 
of investigation from the Police Com- 
mittee. 


“We emphatically do not want, and 
will not have, such men driving our cabs,” 
says Mr. Poor. “If a man has a record 
of real rehabilitation we are happy to 
have him. But we will not have any 
driver whose record of the past five years 
includes a criminal charge.” 

That would seem to be that. 

The next question is this—why are the 
eight members, who had their way, eight 
to seven, so anxious to foist onto the cab 
company men whom it doesn’t want? 

It is an embarrassing question, but it 
persists. 

If the cab companies don’t want them, 
and won't have them, why are the eight 
Councilmen so insistent the men be given 
permits? 


It Still Doesn't Make Sense 


- On yesterday, The Constitution carried 
a@n editorial, “Stupidity at the Taxpayers’ 
Expense,” citing the fact that Council this 
week began condemnation proceedings 
against a still uncompleted freezer-locker 
plant for the construction of which the 
‘citv only recently issued a permit. 

“Such an obvious lack of co-ordination 
jn the municipal government,” said we, 
“would seem to call for an official expla- 
mation, not only to the firm whose prop- 
erty is being condemned, but also to the 
taxpayers who are having to underwrite 
the cost of the bungling.” 

That explanation has been made. 

The city, it seems, has no authority to 
deny a building permit to a property 
owner if the structure he proposes to erect 
complies with its zoning laws. Moreover, 
even though the city has not been offi- 
cially notified that the proposed north- 
south traffic artery will necessitate use 


of the property in question, it did notify 
the promoters that it would probably be 
used. Council’s initiation of condemna- 
tion proceedings—which cannot legally be 
completed until all blueprints have been 
given final approval and the money ap- 
propriated for the purpose—was made as 
another effort to forestall construction of 
additional property which the city likely 
must purchase. 

Meanwhile, the delay in POEREeSOE. 
plans for the artery seems to lie with the 
State and Federal highway departments 
rather than the city, which is in the unfor- 
tunate position of bearing the brunt of 
whatever criticism Atlantans make of the 
matter. The city administration was not 
stupid, but helpless. Yet none can deny 
it is a stupid situation. And it is undeni- 
ably going to cost the taxpayers a pretty | 
penny. But the fault apparently is not the 
city’s.

High Prices 
‘48 Election Issue’ 


W ASHINGTON—Even this far in advance of 

the 1948 national election, it is becoming more 

| and more apparent that the price situation will 

emerge as one of the vital issues—perhaps the most important— 
of the next presidential campaign. 

This is pointed up by a report issued by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics the other day which showed that the consumer price index 
for June 15 hit 157.1 percent, a record high, and wholesale prices 
continued upward in the week ending Aug. 9 to reach a new post- 
war peak for the fourth straight week. 


Probes Political interest in the high-price situation is reflected 

by the series of investigations ordered into the subject 
by Congress just prior to adjournment. Sen. Robert A. Taft, of 
Ohio, the Republican policy head in the upper chamber, has an- 
nounced that three congressional investigations of high prices are 
in the offing. 

In a collateral move, Atty. Gen. Tom Clark, spearheading the 
Administration’s fight to hold down the rising price structure, has 
ordered an investigation of food, clothing and housing costs. He 
has threatened to jail profiteers—if any are convicted—and impose 
heavy fines under the antitrust laws. 

Already the preliminary skirmishing over the hot campaign 
issue has started. Republicans are seeking to lay the blame for 
high prices en the Truman Administration, while the Democrats 
are throwing it right back into the laps of the Republicans, where 
they say it nghtfully belongs. 


Char es For their part, the Republicans claim that the rising 
g cost of everything may be attributed to the Adminis- 
tration’s coddling of labor, with the consequent wage increases

tion from this State to the North and West. 

Prior to the 1930 census, which brought about a reallotment of 
congressional seats, Georgia had 12 Representatives. These were, 
at that time, reduced to 10. 

Yet while Georgia’s proportion of the national population total 
seems to be shrinking, the population of metropolitan Atlanta is 
growing. The only answer is that too many are leaving the farms, 
the rural areas, and moving to the cities, inside and outside of this 
State. 

Which leads to a suggestion: 

Could there not be a system eter which this country could 
bring to its shores carefully selected farmers and farm workers 
out of the surplus populations of Europe and Britain of today? 

We don’t need immigrants who will simply add to excess popu- 
lation in the citieg. We don’t, save in rarest instances,,\want addi- 
tional workers for our factories. But we do need farmers and agri- 
culturalists. 'Fhose who know and love the land and who will 
stay on it. 

Would it not be possible for Congress to enact laws, under the 
quota system of immigration, which would permit increases in the 
annual quotas for some countries, provided those increases were 
applicable only to those who, once here, will live and work on the 
land and who will provide assurance they will not desert it for the 
city for a period, say, of 10 or 15 years?

Ruby Has a Program 
For Aiding Her Race 


By DORIS LOCKERMAN, 
Woman's News Editor 


Negroes need training and work. With 
their own hands, their own sweat, their 
own devotion to responsibility, they can 

work out the solution to many of their problems. 

These are the convictions of Ruby Blackburn, Negro, 
for 17 years a maid in Atlanta High Schools, who believes 
education and work are the thorny ladder rungs her race 
must climb to a better life. 


“We don’t want our people on the streets begging 
and fighting and hungry,” she says in a shamed voice. 
“We don’t want them thinkin’ other people owe them a 
living. We want them to do what they can to make 
themselves useful, and help themselves.” | 


In her years in public schools, Ruby has cradled many 
en angry white child, rebelling from discipline and criti- 
cism in her expansive arms. 

“Honey, your teacher has learnin’. You need it. 
You have to work to bet it. We all have to. Now, you 
go on back to her class and learn all she has to teach 
you. 

“And they did!” There is triumph in Ruby’s face. “Now 
they come to me, some of them, and bring their babies and 
thank me for helping them face the troubles of growin’ up.” 


Help Ones Without Chance 


Ruby’s own family has grown up, and she has gone into 
a labor of love for her own people. She wants to start 
a training center where Negroes can learn to work in 
domestic fields, in nurseries, in laundries, in cafeterias, 
where they can learn personal hygiene, and. most of all— 
a sense of the dignity of labor. 

She envisions a model nursery where the children of 
working mothers can be kept, which also can be used for 
training other women and girls to go out and care for 
babies and children. Ghe has thought of a cafeteria for 
Negro shoppers downtown, where’her own students can 
learn to prepare food, as they brush up their. knowledge of 
home cooking or restaurant service. 

“We're trying to help the ones that don't have a 
chance,” she says. “The ones with learning, they can 
get along without our help, maybe.” 

The women who work with Ruby in the Atlanta Negro 
Culture League have managed an option on two old, ram- 
shackled houses at 149 Auburn Ave., just a few blocks 
from downtown Atlanta, where life teems in poverty. 
There they are painting, scrubbing, papering, slowly pre- 
paring the old rooms for domestic laboratories. 
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Hurry Against Odds 
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-A-COURTIN’ OR A-CALLIN’? 
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“That’s a ‘no comment’ question, 
Honey,” he drawled. “Just write 
anything you want to—only spell 
my name right.” 

The handsome 39-year-old Gov- 
ernor, who made some kind of 
history by kissing the Alabama 
ladies who showed up for his Dem- 
ocratfic pow-wows, just laughed 
when asked if he carried the same 
technique into his dates with 
Virginia Warren, daughter of Cali- 
fornia’s Republican Governor. 

“No comment,” he said. “And 
those reports I smacked 50,000 
women are a little exaggerated.” 

Everybody knaws, anyway, a 
politician has to kiss babies to 
get votes. 

“Only I started with the 16-year- 
old' ones,” he said, “and worked 
up from there.” 

Folsom, who towers six feet, 
eight inches and looks more like 
a Notre Dame tackle than a Gov- 
ernor, was still sleepy-eyed from 
his late date with Miss Warren. 

“I can’t for the life of me see 
what everybody’s gettin’ so riled 
up about,” he said.
